ON CUP 


We received the follow- 
ing “statement from ASF 
secretary, Ian McAndrew, 
concerning the Australia 
Cup: 

“To say that the ASF 
has lost interest in the Aus- 
tralia Cup is incorrect. It 
would be more accurate to 
say that some clubs are 
showing a disappointing 
lack of interest. 

Te must be remembered 
that in planning the format 
for the 1968 and future 
Australia Cups considera- 
tion was given to avoiding 
the series running one 
month or more after the 
conclusion of the local 
league championship  fix- 
tures in all States, and it 
was realised that to achieve 
this, early round Australia 
Cup fixtures would have to 
be played in mid-season. 


“However, this year due to 
the fact that all States had 
already arranged their sea- 
son’s fixtures, it was not 
possible for the early rounds 
to be scheduled on week- 
ends, and as a result floodlit 
midweek games were 
required, 


“Because of this, and in 
all fairness to the compet- 
ing clubs, the ASE, whilst 
setting dates by which early 
rounds had to be completed, 
allowed clubs the oppor- 
tunity to consult with one 
another to arrange their 
fixtures at a time more suit- 
able to themselves. 


“The fixtures in the 
Eastern Group are up to 
date, but the real concern 
lies in the Western zone 
where the ASF executive 
will have to step in unless 
measures are taken to en- 
sure the fixtures are played 
without further delay.
